Manufacturers will therefore need 
reasonable time to study the per- 
formance tests and other require- 
ments to which Kite-marked 
furniture must conform, and to 
obtain the B.S.I.’s licence to use the 
mark on their furniture.

The interval: between publication 
of the Standards on February 10 
and the starting date will also 
enable the Institution’s inspectors to 
visit the factories of applicants to 
ensure that they understand the test 
procedures, and have made suitable 
arrangements for carrying out the 
tests either with their own equip- 
ment or at one of the central testing 
stations which are to be established.

Law Should Be Overhauled—Judge 


ORD COOPER, the Lord Pre- 
sident, urged an overhaul in 

Hire Purchase law and the law 

governing debtors’ goods in the 

Court of Session, Edinburgh, last 

week, 

The Lord President, sitting with 
Lords Carmont, Russell and Keith, re- 
versed a decision by a Sheriff Substi- 
tute who dismissed as irrelevant an 
action at Paisley by a Glasgow hire 
purchase furniture store. 

“ Oyez” shouted three times by the 
town crier is all the notice necessary 
to give a debtor, and his furniture can 
be impounded and sold. That was 
Scots law as it stood to-day, a law 
which the Lord President declared 
was obsolete and in need of review. 

Buying of goods on the hire pur- 
chase system was s9° universal to-day 
that His Lordship commented: “ It is 
high time that this dead wood was’ cut 
away and replaced by a modern 
statute.” 

He pointed out that goods had to 
be produced under a statute which 
contemplated a public auction at the 
market cross of the nearest town 
or village after two hours’ notice 
by the town crier. 

Before the First Division of the 
Court of Session was an appeal by 
Jays Stores, 19-25 Sauchiehall Street, 
Glasgow, against N. G. Napier & 
Son, 81 High Street, Paisley, both 
hire purchase firms. 

Certain articles of furniture, it was 
stated, had been obtained on a hire 
purchase agreement from Jays and

of possession,” said Lord Cooper. 

His Lordship held that where, as 
in the present case, the poinding cre- 
ditor was in possession of the im- 
pounded goods, he could not retain 
them against the true owner, 

Lords Carmont and Russell con- 
curred. Lord Keith’s opinion was that 
Jays were entitled to recover the fur- 
niture. 


Fire Guts Bedding Works 


FIRE which broke out shortly 

before midnight on January 27, 
gutted the factory of Tolly McCann 
& Co., bedding manufacturers, Vine 
Street, Billingborough, Lincs, and 
many workers are now unemployed.

J.1.C. could be placed before the 
next meeting of the Confederation. 
In his letter Mr. Greig said :— 


“TI much desire that members 
should know how very sincerely I 
have appreciated the innumerable 
kindnesses and courtesies which have 
been shown to me and to realise that 
it has only been the generous support 
accorded to me over the many years 
I have been privileged to represent 
the views of employers to the trade 
unions on labour matters, that has 
enabled me to carry the responsibili- 
ties involved 

“T have been deeply conscious of 
the privilege which has been extended 
to me by the Confederation in allow- 
ing me to act for it and am more than 
sorry that my judgment tells me that 
the time has come for me to give up 
this highly- prized opportunity for 
service. 


Mr. Bexon replied :— 


“T will place your resignation 
before the next meeting of the Con- 
federation. They will, I know, share 
my very great regret that you are to 
relinquish the position of employers’ 
representative in connection with 
labour matters, and the joint secre- 
taryship of the J.LC. 


“Your services in these connec- 
tions have been quite unparalleled 
and our appreciation cannot be 
fully expressed by this letter alone. 


“You took on the task at a most 
vital time and right well have you 
performed it through periods of great 
difficulty and anxiety. That you have 
added to the confidence and high 
esteem in which you were held at that 
time, speaks for itself. 


“The whole Confederation is, I 
know, full of admiration for your 
wonderful work, and gratitude for 
your selfless service.”

Manufacturers Win Case 


CLAIM for damages for per- 

sonal injuries by a 49-years-old 
french polisher who contracted derma- 
titis while working for the defen- 
dants, Chappell & Co., Ltd., piano 
manufacturers, New Bond Street, W., 
failed in the Queen’s Bench Division 
on Tuesday. 

The man, Mr. Henry Bond, was 
affected by dermatitis on the hands, 
wrists and forearms. He _ alleged 
there was no safeguard against irri- 
tants used for the work of french 
polishing. Negligence was denied. 

Giving judgment Mr. Justice Devlin 
said that Chappell’s were alleged to 
be negligent in three ways. First it 
was said washing facilities were 
inadequate; secondly, that they failed 
to provide a. barrier cream; and 
thirdly, that quantities of soda used 
to remove stains on the hands were 
excessive. 

As far as the first ground was con- 
cerned his lordship thought there was

no substance in the complaint that 
there was no hot water or separate 
basins, 

The firm had had no other case of 
dermatitis in the living memory of 
their employees who had themselves 
decided against the use of a barrier 
cream. It was not the firm’s duty to 
force them to use it. 

It was the custom of the trade to 
use soda and in some workshops, as 
in this one, it was not measured, but 
put into the water by handsfull. He 
thought the amounts used would not 
be harmful if the hands were 
thoroughly washed after its use. 

When dealing with experienced men 
a firm might well feel it undesirable 
to alter a system which worked satis- 
factorily and the circumstances could 
not be held to amount to a negligence 
on their part. 

If he had found that Mr. Bond had 
made out a case he would have assessed 
general damages at £600, in addition to 
the special damages of £132 11s. 

He gave judgment to the defen- 
dants, with costs.

OMETHING very good has 
happened. Something that 
should please the majority 

of the furniture industry. 

Last week we strongly 
criticised the timing of the D- 
Scheme for furniture. We said: 

“We believe that the industry’s 
gravest complaint about the D- 
Scheme lies in its timing. To intro- 
duce it before the British Standards 
of quality could be put into practice 
was a serious mistake. 

“ Admittedly, the Standards for 
wooden chairs and cabinet goods 
were approved just two days before 
the debate in the House, But it will 
be another ten days before they are 
published—and before manufacturers 
can even see pictures of the 
appliances which they will have to 
Set up to test furniture and qualify 
it for the * Kite’ mark.” 

So yesterday, at a Press Con- 
ference, we were told that K-Day 
—the day when the first “ Kite” 
licences will become operative— 
has been postponed from the end 
of February until May 1, because 
“many firms will be unfamiliar 
with the details of the new British 
standards,” and “will need 
reasonable time to study the 
performance tests.” 

This is sound common sense. 


xx The idea of granting pro- 
visional “ K-licences”” to the few 
has been abandoned. A uniform 
opportunity is to be given to the 
whole industry. Nobody will be 
allowed to “jump the gun.” All 
manufacturers will be allowed 
reasonable time to study the 
performance tests and other 
requirements . to which  Kite- 
marked furniture must conform, 
and to obtain a B.S.I. licence to 
apply the Kite-mark to their 
goods—after proper “ vetting” 
by B.S.I. inspectors. 

In accepting the Trade’s 
objections to the early granting of 
provisional licences the British 
Standard Institution has shown 
quite clearly that it is not a hide- 
bound body, impervious to 
criticism—trather that it welcomes 


such criticism and correction if it 
believes that justice and equity 
to an industry and to the public 
can be achieved in that way.

Woodworking Machinists Must Be re 
Expert As Hand Craftsmen 


IVERPOOL 
try is the subject of the latest 
survey report of the Liverpool Youth 


Sawmilling Indus- 


Employment Bureau. It states :— 

“ Although the machine has taken 
the place of the hand-tool in cabinet- 
making and the furniture trades, it is 
claimed that equally expert craftsmen 
are required to operate the wood- 
cutting machine as to manipulate the 
chisel and the plane. 

“ Some indication of the amount of 
machine work involved in the furni- 
ture industry may be gathered from 
the fact that in 1950 no fewer than 
10,000,000 pieces of main category 
furniture were manufactured, all of 
which involved work by the wood- 
cutting machinist. 

“A well-qual'fied and properly 
trained woodcutting machinist should 
be able to operate the machines in 
any firm whether it be a sawmill, a 
furniture factory, a joinery manufac- 
turers, a packing case workshop, or 
any other woodworking establishment. 

“Tf the industry is to be flexible 


and so attain a high degree of effi- 
ciency and if the operatives are to be 
highly skilled and capable of move- 
ment as the need arises, then it appears 
desirable they should be trained and 
experienced on a wide variety of 
machines, 

“ Scientific investigation has clearly 
demonstrated that the tensioning of 
the blade as well as the size, shape 
and spacing of the teeth in saws re- 
quire to be different for various pur- 
poses. 

“Tt is also evident that the quality 
of the setting and servicing of the 
saws determines very largely the 
quality and the quantity of the output. 

“One of the most important workers 
in any sawmill is therefore the Saw 
Doctor, who is responsible for the re- 
sharpening, setting and tensioning of 
the saws which revolve at the rate of 
between 7,000 and 10,000 feet per 
minute. 

“This highly specialised work re- 
quires not only a great amount of skill 
but also technical training.”

T seems that it is not only fur- 
nishers who complain about 
their would-be customers buying 

dress fabrics for curtains. Manu- 
facturers of piece goods, too, do not 
like the idea. 

In fact one firm felt so strongly on 
the subject that they have introduced 
an entirely new range of furnishing 
fabrics which they hope will stop the 
public from buying their dress fabrics 
for this purpose. They are the 
makers of Moygashel _ fabrics, 
Stevenson & Son, Ltd. 

The firm feels that their dress 
fabrics may not necessarily come up 
to the standards needed for furnishing 
fabrics and Mr. D. Hume, designer of 
these fabrics, says that three years of 
intensive research has gone into test- 
ing the yarns for colour fastness to 
light and to shrinkage. 

Their new range consists of spun 
rayon and pure linen fabrics. There 
are sixteen patterned designs all 
available in a number of colours, 
seventeen colours in plain rayons and 
twenty in plain linens. 

The designs cover contemporary, 
tradition and floral—there are several 
with rose motifs, Jacobean and cross- 
stitch patterns. The plain rayons and 
linens are available in some unusual 
and attractive colourings. Many of 
these are designed in colours to match 
the patterned fabrics. 

Rayons are 33 and 48 inches wide 
and these are roller printed. The 
48-inch linens are hand screen printed. 

The ranges have been named after 
weather stations such as Forth, Tyne, 
Humber, Malin, Cromarty, Lundy 
and Hebrides. To these will be added 
another range of narrow 32-inch 
linens, also roller printed, to be called 
Faroes. 

Prices are very competitive, ranging 
from 8s. 11d. a yard for a plain spun 
rayon to 22s. 6d. a yard for screen 
printed linen. 

As the firm are aware, they cannot 
expect retailers to stock such a large 
selection of fabrics as they would of 
piece goods, so they have produced 
sample books containing the complete 
range which are to be given to each 
stockists. 

Reception of the new fabrics both 
in the home and overseas markets is 
said to be exceptionally good.

ITH the wealth of Coronation designs coming out in all 
types of merchandise, furnishing fabric manufacturers 
are wisely treating the subject with reserve. 

Not many firms are introducing Coronation furnishing 
fabrics, knowing that the demand will be small and for a 
limited time. Those who want to mark the occasion with 
some design have been sensible in introducing pictorial fabrics 
telling a story that will not date, designs that are named after 
and in some way are connected with Royalty, or, as in many 
cases, introducing plain designs available in the Coronation 
colours. 

On this page we have chosen a few designs illustrating the 
sort of fabrics buyers will be able to purchase. It is possible 
that those showing a pictorial theme will be useful for display 
purposes.

ACK in 1938, P. E. Gane, Ltd., 
the Bristol furnishers, decided 
that the time had come to do 

a market research on _ furniture 
retailing. They wanted to find out, 
firstly, the attitude of the public 
towards furniture, and_ especially 
modern furniture; and, secondly, the 
attitude of the public to their stores 
in Bristol and Newport. 


The job was placed in the hands of 
Dr, Marie Jahoda, whose final report 
used material from more than 100 
interviews. Most of those inter- 
viewed were women, but husbands 
joined in the discussion, and even 
schoolgiris. Many of the _ people 
visited were customers of the firm, 
and interviews with non-customers 
were generally carried out through 
friends of customers. 


These Findings are Topical 


The final report which came out 
just before the war was, of course, 
confidential for the use of Gane’s 
but the chairman of the firm, Mr. 
Crofton E. Gane, has now consented 
to it being published and the report 
has appeared in the “ Sociological 
Review.” 

Although some of the information 
is dated, most of the findings are 
extremely topical to-day, 


With regard to design, they found 
that any firm who thought they were 
going to sell furniture on its purely 
functional qualities was going to 
have a hard_ time. 


There were at Another group 


least two other equally important 
functions attributed to furniture by 
the public. Unless furniture was 
pleasing to the eye and satisfying to 
certain social ideas, they were not 
interested, 

For instance, when confronted with 
two ‘chairs, one of them perfectly 
comfortable and ideal for rest and 
relaxation but rather insignificant 
looking and another not nearly as 
comfortable but extremely attractive, 
80 per cent decided for looks rather 
than comfort. 

As regards the need to satisfy 
certain social standards, the inter- 
viewer quotes one poor house she 
visited where, in a small living-room 
crowded with children and furniture, 
there was a huge mahogany writing- 
desk. After cautious questioning the 
housewife explained that: “Of 
course, we don’t use it, but I would 
never part with it—it is so distin- 
guished.” 

The public usually saw beauty 
with their social sense instead of with 
their eye. They chose what they 
knew should be beautiful rather than 
what they actually liked to look at. 

Comments made were :— 

“Tt should not look cheap,” “it 
should express my _ individuality,” 
“should express our social standard,” 
“it should make people talk about 
it,’ “should look _ progressive,” 
“ Should look modern,” “ should look 
first-rate quality, even if it isn’t,” 
“should tell the visitor something 
about my character,” and so on. 
of people 
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expressed more or less clearly that 
to them beauty was identical with 
tradition :— 

“Quality and tradition, those two 
make beauty,” “I feel safer with 
antiques because everybody knows 
that they are beautiful; about modern 
there are always argument,” “ Only 
in 200 years shall we know whether 
this modern stuff has been beautiful.”

An interesting factor was the rela- 
tively small importance attributed to 
labour saving. “ Without a vacuum- 
cleaner and electrical equipment, I 
probably would mind the ornaments 
on my reproduction furniture, and 
the housework connected with my 
furniture, much more” seemed to be 
the general attitude. 

Only 8 per cent of the interviewed 
stated that they did not bother about 
furniture after having once made 
their choice. The following table

More than half of the

The windows, the chief informa- 
tion source, as well as the exhibitions, 
magazines and catalogues, were seen 
with the socially influenced eye, and 
not unbiased. The social standard of 
a firm was taken into account, con- 
sciously or unconsciously, in judging 
what its windows showed. 

As a result of knowledge acquired 
from the research, Gane’s decided on 
several promotional ideas :— 

(1) To increase their activities in 
the line of a general education of 
taste in Bristol. It was pointed out 
that the general knowledge about 
styles and other qualities according 
to which furniture may be judged 
was poor. Thus, people often relied 
on the first appearance, and were not

able to appreciate other items sufh- 
ciently. This was a handicap in the 
creating of interest in the modern 
stvle. The chief tack im the know- 
ledge of the public seemed to ‘be 
knowledge of material, Therefore it 
Was suggested that a permanent 
exhibition in Gane’s premises, to be 
renewed three or four times ™ “year, 
should be planned as a_ regitar 
institution. The exhib‘tion should not 
be confined to demonstrating various 
materials, ‘but could include all 
features of style, ‘such as colour 
schemes, architecture, and Go on, in 
turn, 

Here are a few examples 
suitable subjects :— 

(a) An exhibition of photographs 
showing: art objects where one and 
the same subject was represented i 
different material. Thus, if a lion 
was the subject, representations of 
lions in wood, in stone, in bronze, in 
marble, in painting (water colours 
and vil), in drawing, would be shown.

(3) To improve the selection and 
display of any articles in connection 
with which the public doubted their 
ability to provide. There were two 
articles which fell into this category 

lamps and nursery furniture It 
seemed that modern lighting had not 
been developed to the same standard 
as that of modern furniture 
For nursery furniture the idea of 
unit furniture could be made use of. 
People did not want to spend money 
on it, because thev believed that after

A simple reorganisation 
of the accounts kept ought to make 
it possible to follow up month by 
month the turnover of all the exist- 
ing departments: hard furniture, 
fabrics, carpets, china, wooden 
utensils, glass, repairs and so on, If

every salesman made a_ point of 
separating these items in his books, 
the adding up and charting of them 
at the end of the month would not 
take more than one or two hours’ 
work 

All those experiments could easily 
be carried through without § an 
increase of staff, if every person was 
made responsible for one job or the 
other. A plan worked out at ‘the 
beginning of a period of one year, 
distributing the various functions to 
the staff, would not increase their 
amount of work to a considerable 
degree, but certainly would increase 
their interest and their qualifications

No. 3—Beatall 


HE plant of Beatall Furniture, 
Ltd., at Charlton, for the pro 
duction of wood furniture for the 
kitchen, shows some of the best 
contemporary ideas in planned lay- 
out, budgetary control and welfare, 
and when fully equipped may fairly 
claim to be a model for this particu- 
lar type of factory. Progress made 
by the firm, since its small begin 
nings during the slump in 1930, is 
the more notable since setbacks 
have included the complete gutting 
ef the newly built factory during the 
war by incendiaries and high ex- 
plosives, resulting in the total des 
truction of offices and records. 


Routing of Operations 


The emphasis in planning has been 
on ensuring continuity and neatness in 
the production lines. This has been 
achieved by routing operations in their 
natural sequence so that work for each 
unit progresses steadily from the ex- 
ternal timber stores, through the mill 
and the assembly stages to the spray- 
ing booths, travelling the minumum 
distance between processes 

The = sub-assembly system is 
adopted in the assembly shop so that 
few phases of manufacture call for 
specially skilled operatives. The rapid 
production rate thus obtained will be 
further improved with the introduc- 
tion, in the near future, of high- and 
low-frequency heating systems for 
rapid glue curing. 


Furniture Ltd. 


Being specialists in kitchen furni 
ture, Beatalls offer a range of units 
which is more restricted than that of 
the average furniture manufacturer; 
this has proved advantageous in en- 
abling them to locate basic elements 
in their production line permanently 
whilst retaining ample flexibility to 
accommodate normal variations in 
design. 

An unusual feature is the location of 
sub-assembly jigs in the mill which 
has been facilitated by the L-shaped 
form of the production line in this 
building ; this follows two of the walls 
thus freeing a useful area of floor 
space. This procedure has proved 
economical of labour and exception- 
ally efficient since it obviates the 
necessity to interrupt the flow by the 


return of assemblies to the mill for 
sanding or other purposes 


All timber is stored under cover 

outside the main factory buildings but 
is arranged to be easily accessible to 
the mill. These yards are to be en- 
tirely concreted to facilitate transport 
of raw materials into the premises 
and from the stores to the mill. 
Seatalls buy their timber in the 
rough as board and conditioned; 
it is air-conditioned in its dimen- 
sioned sizes on the premises It 
is noteworthy that throughout the 
factory timber is never piled loose but 
is kept neatly stacked and in graded 
sizes on pallets, a measure which con- 
tributes considerably to the impres- 
sion of tidiness and to the efficiency 
of the operations. 


Within the shops continuous roller 
conveyors are in process of erection 
to expedite progress of timbers and 
parts between sections. This is typi- 
cal of the high degree of mechanisa- 
tion aimed at and already partially 
achieved. Automatic aids to rapid 
production already in use in the fac- 
tory include, cof course, such devices 
as compressed air positioning cramps 
fitted to the assembly jigs.

Maintenance 


Setting up is done by the 
operatives themselves and the grind- 
ing by saw doctors. Maintenance 
and repairing of machines is done 
by the firm’s own engineers; 
special workshops adjoining the mill 
are being equipped to satisfy all the 
needs of the factory in this respect. 
These engineers’ stores will, when 
complete, exhibit the methodical 
arrangement which characterises the 
whole plant.

Inspection 


Rigorous inspection of the dimen- 
sioning of each piece-part is a matter 
of routine in Beatalls’ works. 
Inspection is the responsibility of 
the inspectors who are required to 
gauge carefully the first part pro- 
duced after a machine or jig is set 
or reset to accommodate a variation 
in design. 

A technical point which may be 
noted in passing, since the subject is 
the occasion of minor controversy in 
the industry, is the choice of mortisers. 
This firm has favoured the chain type 
of mortiser in their mill as they con- 
sider that this gives the more success-

The cabinets are given an excellent 
finish, usually by spraying with 
a light-coloured paint (white or 
cream) over a priming coat, with such 
features as drawer-fronts picked out 
in an attractive contrasting colour. 
The cabinets are glass-fronted with 
the working-tops surfaced with 
Formica laminated plastic or with 
vitreous enamelled steel. 


The design and techniques exhibited 
in the spraying booths again exhibit 
careful consideration of the require- 
ments of efficiency and the welfare of 
the operatives. When finished the 
waterwash booths will have glass 
roofs, which will be supplemented 
with artificial lighting to guarantee 
even daylighting of the subject 
under all conditions. 

A useful economy in production 

time worth noting is achieved by

late stage of construction. ‘ Several drawer-fronts are sprayed at

shade. This is made possible by slot- 
ting drawers swiftly into a light 
manceuvrable framework (mounted on 
small wheels) which leaves the fronts 
only exposed. 


Staff Management 


The management of Beatall, as 
already shown, is essentially modern 
in its approach to production problems 
and it has consequently paid special 
attention to time and motion study 
methods. A system based on these 
methods has now, in fact, been applied 
to their production lines and it has 
been possible to report very success- 
ful results. 

A noteworthy feature of the ex- 
periment has been the complete co- 
operation of the entire staff during 
the observations and their willing 
adoption of the new systems of work- 
ing. This is a tribute to the man- 
ager‘al policy of fostering maximum 
confidence in relations with employees 
and encouraging mutual interchange 
of ideas. 

As a result of the application of 
time and motion study methods all 
employees are engaged on an indi- 
vidual bonus scheme. The working 
of the system is facilitated by the 
use of progress cards attached to 
each assembly dvring production. 
These cards are rubber-stamped at 
each stage of manufacture with 
numbers which constitute a complete 
record of the processes completed 
and the operatives engaged. 

The system is of valuable assistance 
in costing which is very accurately 
assessed for each process and is a 
basic element in the system of detailed 
budgetary contro] which is applied. 
The management are thus kept un- 
usually well “in the picture” in all 
economic aspects of production. 
Budgetary control cuts expenditure and 
contributes to smooth working and 
general confidence.

The Factory 


The present building, of about 
50,000 sq ft. floor space, standing on 
a site of over 44 acres, is of single- 
storey construction throughout ard 
incorporates the most up-to-date 
plant, machinery and air-condition- 
ing. 

The psychological value of such 
details as pleasant interior decoration 
in the shops has been given careful 
attention and the scheme adopted con- 
tributes considerably to the cheerful 
atmosphere and prevailing impression 
of cleanliness. A shade of red has 
been chosen for all pa‘nted parts of 
the machinery and other fittings which 
harmonises with the walls which are 
distemnered in cream. The attention 
to detail is shown in the treatment of

In the Fitting Shop, as elsewhere, it is the rule to keep all gangways entirely 


free from obstructions, 
positions of 


such minor items as the pallets. Those 
in use inside the shops are painted 
in red to match the scheme and to 
distinguish them from the exterior 
pallets employed in transporting tim- 
ber from the stores to the mill, 

Plenum heating is used; hot air 
feeds through a system of metal 
ducts fixed below ceiling level and 
fitted with louvres at appropriate 
intervals. For the lighting installa- 
tion electric lamps fitted with large 
reflectors have been preferred to 
fluorescent tubes and are arranged 
to provide ample and even coverage 
over all parts of the plant. 

The plans for further development 
provide for the erection of a show- 
room within the assembly shop. This 
project affords a striking illustration 
of the skilful exploitation of space 
notable throughout the works. In 
order to conserve floor space the 
showroom will be constructed on a 
special balcony running along one wall 
at the level of the roof trusses. 

Several model kitchens, fitted out 
with Beatall units, will probably 
form the main subject of display, 
and will represent a cardinal point

How Often Must Finishes Be 
Changed ? 


CONTROVERSIAL question is 

how often colours and finishes 
should be changed to meet the 
demands of consumers. Some manu- 
facturers seem to feel each new 
design requires a new colour or 
finish. 

On the other hand, one of the 
oldest and most successful concerns 
in the United States have maintained 
the same colour in their standard 
finishes, mahogany and walnut, for 
the past fifteen years, although designs 
have been changed once or twice a 
year. 

A furniture buyer for a large chain 
of stores says he avoids concerns who 
are constantly changing from one 
finish to another because of the diffi- 
culty in obtaining fill-ins to match 
previously sold suites. 


Cutting Heating Bills 
SIMPLE and effective way of 
reducing heating costs has been 

adopted in the wood and pattern 
shops of an American aircraft fac- 
tory. The usual loss of heat caused 
by the sucking off of warmed air 
through the dust extraction system 
has been avoided by returning the 
extracted air to the plant again. 
This air is passed through the nor- 
mal cyclone dust-extractor then 
through a special “laundry” which 
completely cleanses it of particles. 


Chair Strength Tests in 
United States 
NNOUNCED recently in 
coloumns was the news that 
the Research Department of the 
Furniture Development Council had 
published their first report on the 
work carried out at Redhill in 
connection with the structural 
strength of certain chair com- 
ponents.

From America now comes news of 
similar investigations carried out 
there. A study of the construction 
of a chair was made in a large New 
England plant to determine the 
cause of backpost breakage, and it 
was learned that the backposts had 
been weakened by dadoing to 
receive the wood seat and boring to 
accommodate the lag bolt, used to 
attach the back post to the seat, to 
a point where the backpost had only 
15 per cent of its initial strength. 

\ slight racking of the chair in 
use was sufficient to break the 
backpost at the point where it was 
joined to the seat. 


Glue Sizing Helps Finish 
COLOUR uniformity and a good- 


quality finish on such coarse tex- 
tured woods as ash or walnut may 
be ensured by applying a light glue 
size before staining. The sizing pre- 
vents fibres laid down by the sanding 
operation from rising again when 
staining is done.
